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1HE EXPORT market for frozen 
fish is olive and well but home de- 
mand lias lost lla bile. This was 
the view on the fish stands at the 
First International Frozen Food

the comments among weary exhibitors.

Ltd., from Hull. Apart from interests 
in its well-known range of Billv Boy 
Seafood packs the stand was also 
nandling some unusual inquiries for 
whelks from Japan.

CONTINUALLY chang- 
ing prices from one 
day’s market to the 
next — especially for 
cod and codling — 
caused problems again 
at Grimsby last week. 

With supplies exceeding 
25,000 kits, plus plentiful 
overland fish, merchants 
were able to pick and choose 
to such an extent that vessel 
owners could not predict with 
nny degree of accuracy what a 
trip might make. Prices rose 
and fell by as much as £12 to 
£16 per kit from one day to 
the next. 

Both the week’s distant 
water trips had big hauls of 
cod and they suffered as a 
consequence.

OIL FUND CLAIMS 
REACH 367 

A TOTAL of £116,000 has now been paid to 
fishermen for damage to fishing gear and 
resulting hardship by oil related debris. 

The Fisheries and Offshore Oil Con- 
sultative Group was told this at Aberdeen on 
Wednesday last week. Since 1974 a total of 
367 claims have been received. 

Settlement had been paid by oil com- 
panies in 164 cases at a cost of about 
£69,000, while 121 caseB amounting to 
£47,000 were agreed by the UK Offshore 
Operators’ Association Fund Management 
Committee. UKOOA also agreed to a fresh 
injection to the fund of £15,000, with a 
further £15,000 next January.

"I HAVE worked a 21 ft. 
clinker-built boat, design- 
ed and built for Ashing off 
a nearby beach, from the 
harbour here for several 
years. 

"It ia particularly suitable 
for the purpose as there is a 
sand bar bctobs the entrance 
and the boat only draws a lit- 
tle over two feet even with all 
gear and a fair-sized catch on 
Board. 

"But, possibly as a result of 
I bumping and boring across 
the bar on many occasions, 
the hull is getting beyond 
repair. 

“I have been thinking of 
replacing her with a glassfibre 
boat and will probably do so 
if I can get one with a stronger 
than average, shallow draught 
hull. Have you any idea 
where I can get one? ,f 

■ There are probably 
several moulders who could 
aypply the type of hull you 
want. Versatility Workboats

Chain for 
bridles 

"WHAT la the best type of 
chain to use for connec- 
ting the lower wings of a 
trawl to the doors?” 

■ Short link chain made of 
steel alloy is probably the 
best of all for it is far stronger 
than mild steel chain and far 
more wear resistant. 

It is possible that you 
might find the steel alloy 
chain recently introduced by 
the Parsons Chain Co. the 
best value for money. 

It is known as Midlink 
chain and is made from the 
same steel as the company’s 
standard short link Trawiex 
chain. The links in it are a lit- 
tle longer (4d instead of 3d 
pitch) and it is therefore not 
quite so heavy. 

There are fewer welds in 
Midlink chain and so it can 
be produced more cheaply 
than standard Trawiex chain. 

Before the new chain was 
offered to the fishing in- 
1 dustry, it was thoroughly 
tested under normal working 
• conditions. 

■ used to transport live eels to 
' markets. 


Tray cases are made of 
f-i in. pine planks and 
are 36 in. long, 18 in. wide 
and 14 in. high. Each contains 
| five trays divided into two 
compartments measuring ap- 
proximately 17 in. x 17 x 24. 

The four bottom traya each 
hold two ten lb. draughts of 
eels and the top tray holds 
ice. Bottoms of trays are 
pierced by twenty 4 in. 
diameter holes so that there is 
a steady trickle of melted ice 
from try to tray to provide 
constant moisture for the eels. 

If there are no undue 
delays on the journey, all eels 
which arrive in such cases are 
usually alive and in good con- 
dition — even when sent to 
Billingsgate from Lough 
Neagh in Ireland. 

An ideal consignment, from 
the point of view of firms 
which jelly them, is a tray 
case containing 80 lb. of eels 
weighing about one pound 
each. 

Wooden boxes used for 
transporting live eels are 
usually 30 in. long. 18 in. wide 
and 6 in. deep. They hold 
about 50 lb. 

If wet sacking is laid over 
the eels, a little ice is mixed in 
with them and they are in 
transit for no more than six 
hours, they are likely to 


arrive in satisfactory condi- 
tion. 

Polythene bags used for 
flying live eelB to Billingsgate 
from North America hold 
about 20 lb. each plus, I 
believe, a little ice. 

Although tray cases and 
wooden boxes are containers I* 
traditionally used to r 
transport live eeU to 
Billingsgate, it could well pay 
you to investigate the advan- 
tages and disadvantages (if 
any) of using Pachyderm fish 
boxes for the purpose. 

An Irishman has recently 
ordered 10,000 of them ti 
send live eels to the Continent 
so they must be suitable in 
many ways. 

They measure 608 mm x 
324 x 152 and are made from 
Pachyderm board which Is 
not only waterproof itself but 
is lined with polythene on 
both sides. 

They are. therefore, not 
adversely affected by water * 
or ice and are lighter and con- 
sequently easier to handle 
than wooden cases or boxes. 

You don’t need much space 
to store them aB they can be 
stacked flat until you need 
them and then assembled 
without difficulty by means 
of locking slots or staples. 

As they are used extensive- 


ly for transporting other fish, 
they have drain holes in them 
so that water can escape as ice 
melts. And by no means least 
of their merits is that they are 
non-returnable.
